held out by the realty men to get 
investors to buy inceme properties, 
and while such practices continue 
unchecked, there can be no hope of 
bringing about permanent relief. The 
jrealty broker cannot induce a man 
to buy a flat or apartment building 
lon the ground that by doing so he 
win get 30\ per cent or more on his 
‘investment, and then turn around 
‘and support the Realty Board in 
progecuting the purchaser of the 
property as a profiteer. It won't 
work. Either the Realty Board must 
be supported in its efforts to stamp 
out the evih or realty men should 
frankly come forward with the state- 
ment that they do not believe that 
30 per cent is an exorbitant charge. 

Impending Legislation. 

“Swat the rent profiteer” is the 
slogan of the Tenants’ Protective 


Association, a hody organized a year 
ago which has again sprung into 
action, goaded by the situation 
which has developed during recent 
months. Just now the association 
is busily engaged in obtaining suf- 
ficient signatures to an initiative 
petition for presentation to the City 
Council, a petition which will call 
upon that body to enact ordinances 
to curb the activities of the rent 
profiteer. This petition expresses 
the belief that 11 per cent is a fair 
profit for the landlord. Apparently 
the organization will get the re- 
quired number of signatures, for over 
half of the necessary number. it is 
reported, have been already ob- 
tained. 


Legislation upon this subject has 
been tried by other communities, 
and while it} served to restrict the 
operations of the profiteer in many 
cases, it has not proved to be the 
most desirable method of bringing 
about a solution of the problem. In 
the present case, while it may pre- 
vent a recurrence of the practices 
which have been prevalent during 
the past year. the immediate situa- 
tion will.not be relieved. It will 
take several months for an infliative 
petition to be upon, and 
placed upon the statute books in the 
ferm of a law, and meanwhile the 
situation requires urgent attention. 
Also. it has been pointed out that 
when it comes to legislation on this 
matter we should make haste slowly

TAXES NOT ALL 
FOR TEACHERS. 


“School Journal” Writer Says 
Blame is Misplaced. 


Major Portion of Increases 
Not Used for Salaries. 


Charges Rent Advances Take 
Most of Higher Pay.

Of the Lafayette Junior High School, 
in the Los Angeles School Journal 
of November 6. 

Statements appearing in the pa- 
Pers recently from the supervisors 
concerning the increase in ‘axes 
during the current year convey the 
impression that the major portion of 
the tax increase is due to the in- 
crease in salaries of teachers. That 
this impression is erroneoug will he 
easily seen from a comparisun of 
certain figures. 

It is We that the school budget 
carri an increase in the tex levy 
of $0.485, and that this represents 
59 per cent of the total increase 
This meang an increase of 41 per 
cent in the total school levy. 

INCREASE'D ONE-FIFTH. } 


was less than 20 per cent. If the 
school budget had been increased by 
only 20 per cent, the proportion in 
which salaries were raiged, the in- 
crease in the tax levy” would have 
amounted to only $0.237 instead of 
$0.485. Such an increase in the 
achool levy, added to the increases 
actually mode in other udgets, 
would have made a tax rate «of only 
$3.862 instead of $4.11, the rate ac- 
tually fixed. 

Or, to put it In another way, if 
the school budget had been in- 
creased only in proportion as teach- 
ers salaries had been raised, the 
per cent increase in the total tax 
rate would have been 13.6 per cent 
instead of the actual 20.9 per cent. 

Some teachers, noticing that the 
increase in the tax levy is only 20.9 
per cent, are wondering how it hap- 
pens that their own tax billg have 
increased 50 to 100 per cent. 


HOME OWNERS HARD HIT. 


A canvass of home owners among 
the faculty of Lafayette Junior High 
School shows an average increased 
of (taxes over last year of 65 per 
cent, the figures ranging from 40 
per cent to as high as 92 per cent. 
Are not these home owners bearing 
a larger burden than their just 
share, when their increases are so 
much larger in proportion than the 
general tax rate? ' 

Other teachers, whose lot sal- 
aries heretofore have prevénted 
them from buying their own homes, 
look at their increased rent bills and 
find thir little 20 per cent raise in 
salary entirely consumed in higher 
rent.

AMERICAN MINING CONGRESS 

ALSO WILL STUDY QUESTION 

OF PROTECTIVE TARIFP. |

DENVER (colo) Nov. 12.—Ac: 
tion taken by the War Minerals Re- 
lief Commission on claims submitted 
to it will be one of the principal 
topics of discussion at the twenty- 
third annual convention of the 
American Mining Congress in Den- 
ver, November 15 to 19, according 
to officials of the congress. 

Congress officials declare that the 
War Minerals Relief Act contained 
an appropriation of $8,590,000 to re- 
imburse those who responded to the 
request of the government and pro- 
duced manganese, chrome, pyrites 
and tungsten at loss to themselvet 
between April 6, 1917, and Nov. 11. 
1918. They say that about 1206 
claims for compensation have been 
filled and 1065 have been adjudicat- 
ed. Of these, however, they assert, 
only 300 have been allowed. On 
those allowed. more than $2,000,000 
have been paid, they declared. 

The production of war minerals in 
future also is to be considered by 
the congress. Officials of the con- 
grees declare that at present Ameri- 
can producers cannot compete with 
foreign producers. Among means 
of remedying this situation which 
will be discussed, they say, is a pro- 
tective tariff slightly greater than 
the advantage now enjoyed by the 
foreign producer.

REDLANDS TO HAVE 
BIG SWIMMING POOL. 


PLANS FOR COMMUNITY PLUNGE 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

REDLANDS, Nov. 20.—P. E 
Hicks, draughtsman of the City En- 
gineer's department, is putting the 
finishing touches on the drawings 
for the outdoor plunge which is to 
be built by the city of Redlands in 
Sylvan Park, south of Sylvan Boule- 
vard. Mr. Hicks has designed the 
plunge carefully, and ag soon as all 
of the drawings are complete, they 
will be sent to Sacramento to be 
examined by the State Board of 
Health. Upon the approval of the 
plang by the Board of Health, the 
actual construction work will be 
Started immediately. 

The plunge as designed is to be 
one of the largest in Southern - Cali- 
fornia. It is to be built entirely of 
reinforced concrete, with a special 
Water surface. According to the 
Present plans, it will be 100 feet 
long by sixty feet wide. One end is 
to be partitioned off for the use of 
small children, this portion to be 
sixty by twenty feet. The main 
Plunge depth is to be graduated 
from two feet to nine feet in the 
deepest part. The dressing rooms 
will be built around three sides of 
the plunge, leaving’ the east side 
open. There will be 120 dressing- 
rooms, for the use of which a nom- 
inal sum will be charged. In addi- 
tion, there will be two large public 
dressing rooms for children where 
no charge will be made. 

There is great building activities 
in the communities surrounding 
Redlands. At Yucaipa there are 
twelve new houses just being com- 
pleted or under construction. They 
will average in cost ‘about $4000 
each. At Loma Linda about thirty 
new homes have been erected in the 
past six months. This community, 
composed of Seventh Day Adventists

AIR PILOTS TO 
HAVE WIRELESS. 


Radio Phone Stations Placed 
Along Routes. 


Commercial Planes Thus Get 
Ready Reports. 


Much Trouble Will Probably 
be Avoided Now. 


The growing usefulness of the 
radio phone in its application to 
aviation exemplifies itself every day. 
By enabling the flyer to keep in con- 
stant communication with the earth, 
it gives him speech and hearing 
and, by so doing, keeps him apprised 
of weather and other conditions 
ahead. The psychological effect upon 
the flyer of this invisible link with 
the earth, this intangible evidence of 
“human touch,” is incalculable. To 
a very decided degree it reduces the 
sense of hazard as it actually 
minimizes the danger by affording 
him indubitable evidence of physical 
conditions to be encountered 
throughout his route. 

ON THE ROUTES. 

In recognition of its importance 
to aviation, the Belgian. French and 
British governments have established 
a line of phone stations following 
the Paris-London and  Brussels- 
London air routes. Stations now 
operating are located at Croydan, 
just outside of London, at Lympne, 
on the English side of the channel, 
at a point off the French coast, and 
at Paris. Preparatio are also in 
progress to establish other stations 
at convenient intervals in England 
and France. 

“The wireless telephone service.“ 
says the Flyleaf, “is to be used pri- 
marily to give information as to the 
whereabouts of aircraft traveling 
along a route, and also for report- 
ing weather conditions along the 
rouet to planes in the air. 

AVOID TROUBLE. 

“By general utilization of the 
radio telephony system it is believed 
by aviation autHorities that prac- 
tically all of the difficulties which 
were formerly enctuntered by flyers 
running into unfavorable or danger 
ous weather conditions can be 
eliminated.

OUBTLESS the low price of both long 
and short-staple cotton will have 
effect in a decreased acreage set to 


many counties, for the purpose of deciding 
where cotton, especially the Durango and 
Egyptian long-staple varieties, could be 
grown profitably. It is to be regretted that 
many planters of test plots lost interest in 
their experiment as the price of cotton be 
gan to fall, for, as a result, no fair test was 
made in some localities. 


Regardless of momentary price fluctua-}- 


tions, the business of producing extra long 
and extra fine cotton in California, Arizona 
and the northern district of Lower Call- 
fornia is bound to be continued and to 
grow. It may even in time become Califor- 
nia’s most important single agricultural in- 
dustry. The demand for cotton of, extra 
length, which is grown only in California 
and Arizona, as far as the United States is 


concerned, will continue to grow, and it is 


quite possible that short varieties of cotton 
will be entirely abandoned, in those districts 
where long-staple cotton can be profitably 
grown, in favor of the Egyptian variety. 
In coming years, when the acreage of the 
long staple spreads permanently outward 
from the great valleys of the Lower Colo- 


rado River basin, the hundreds of tests 


made this year will be a guide which will be 
invainable to planters. The behavior of ex- 
perimentally handled plants in the various 


districts this year will give farmers a line 


on cotton culture, when the price of cotton 
rises to a point where it can be grown right 


Along with as great a profit as there is in 


raising alfalfa, sorghums or ‘grains. And 
that time will come with the development of 
uses and a market for our fine staples and 
with the better organization of the growers 
for their own economic interests. : 
Two years ago, Kern, Tulare and Fresno 
county growers demonstrated, by good crops 
of long-staple cotton, the error of the 
opinion generally held that the growing of 
cotton outside the Lower Colorado River 
Basin was unprofitable. This year other dis- 
tricts were added to the profitable cotton 
area. 

Cottonseed germinates readily, under a

The most important consideration to the 
cotton farmer, next to an assurance of 
high temperatures during the growing sea- 
son, is the length of the growing season it- 
self. Temperatures of less than 30 deg. 
are fatal to the cotton plant under ordi- 
mary conditions. Often no killing frost 
visits certain sections of the Imperial and 
Coachella valleys, and the cotton stalks are 
cut off near the ground and a new growth 
Starts, giving the earliest cotton. How- 
ever, frost data kept by the United States 
Weather Bureau shows that only in these 
two valleys is this condition possible, for 
frosts sufficiently severe te put an end to 
cotton growing occurs in other sections of

The Sorghum Syrup Refining Company, 
which established a mill and cooker at Bur- 
bank, has had better results this year with 
Barly Orange sorghum than with the com- 
moner Silver Tip, which was a favorite last

J. A. Higgasen & Son of Bell, Los Angeles 
county, operate a mill and cooker. About 
fifty acres of sweet sorghums were planted 
at Bell this season, Amber, Silver Tip and 
Orange being tried. The Higgasons have 
found Amber not as well suited for syrup 
making as the other two kinds, both of 
which make an excellent quality syrup, The 
capacity of the Higgason plant is 100 to 125 
gallons per day. A little trouble with alkali, 
which causes the juice to boil up too quickly 
and necessitates extra pains in preparation, 
has caused the syrup makers to advise the 
planting of the sorrhums only on light, well- 
drained soll, free from spots of alkali. — 

The long growing season in most Southern 
California districts is very favorable to the 
growing of sorghum, Mr. Higgason says. He 
made syrup in Southern [Illinois for twenty 
years, and old Jack Frost always made an 
end to syrup-making operations there early 
in October. Here he expects to make syrup 
until January 1. He advises planters to de- 
lay seeding until about May 20, as warm 
weather is required for good germination 
of the seed. At the Higgason mill the 
juice is pum from the mill to the cook- 
house, and the syrup is made in two large 
cooking pans, which have twenty-four com- 
partments each. Before boiling, the juice 
ig warmed up in a vat, to facilitate the 
operation.

FRESNO COUNTY. 

Cotton growing and planting has been a 
success in Fresno county this year. About 
four years ago experiments were made on 
the Kearney Park University Farm, by Par- 
ker Frisselle, the manager, and last year 
cotton raising was started on a commercial 
basis. Last year thirty-three bales were 
secured from forty acres and this year 200 
acres of Pima long staple were planted and 
is now being picked. It is expected about 
175 bales will be secured. Perhaps the 
largest grower of cotton in the county is 
the Boston Land Company at Henrietta, in 
the western part of the county. About 3000 
acres of Durango cotton is now being 
picked, with 200 pickers engaged. A large 
gin is in operation. A smaller will be 
started soon on the Kearney k farm. 
Pima long staple and Durango are the va- 
rieties grown here. Out on the James ranch 
colony, west of the city, a fine crop of Pima 
has been grown with good success. The 
date of planting is April, and picking be- 
gan the early part of October.

MARIOUT MAKES GOOD. 
TULARE.—Mariout barley was grown in 
field tests last season on five ranches in Tu- 
lare county and an average increase of. 4.2 
sacks per acre above common barley has 
been reported to the authorities at the Uni- 
versity Farm. Im these tests common and 


Mariout barley were planted side by side 
under as nearly similar conditions as pos- 


sible and it was found at harvest time that 
Mariout averaged and two- 
tenths sacks per acre as against ten sacks 
per acre for the common sort. In all in- 
stances it was found that Mariout ripened 
about two weeks earlier than common bar- 
ley and this characteristic makes it espe- 
celally valuable for the Tulare Lake bottom 
lands, where late maturing grain is fre- 


quently lost through flooding in the spring 


As a result of these convincing tests a 
heavy planting of Mariout will be made in 
Tulare county this fall, and several large 
consignments of seed have left the Davis 
region for this locality. 


WITHDRAWS GREAT AREA, 

NILAND.—The Secretary of the Interior 
on November 8, issued an order withdrawing 
from entry about 200,000 acres of public 
land tying east, north and southeast of NI. 
land, Imperial county, in the vicinity of the 
Salton Sea, and even including a part of the 
sea itself.

Beet growers of Orange 
and Los Angeles counties are in open revolt 
against the sliding-scale tract with the

The seed was distributed, but unfor 
tunately, due to an unfavorable spring, the 
weather fémaining cool quite late, and also 
due to the rush of other work, only eight 
plots were put in. One of these was not 
irrigated, and did not turn out at all suc- 
cessfull 


y. 

The seed was planted In these various | 
plots from April 20 to June 1. The seed 
planted between the 20th and the latter 
part of April seemed to give the best re- 
sults. The Pima, or long staple, cotton, al- 


well, did not have time to mature before 
frost. Some of the plants were still in 
blossom on November 1, and practically 
none of the bolls were matured. With Me- 
bane short staple, many bolls were fully 
matured, although the percentage of the 
bolis on each plant was not very great. 
Plants that were somewhat stunted by lack 
of water early in the season were thrown 
into fruiting early. This resulted in a com- 
paratively small number of bolls, most of 
which, however, were about to mature. 
The plants which were allowed to grow 
more vigorously by a ter amount of 
water being supplied, did not start fruiting 
early enough to mature all of the bolls, and 
—— frost came many of them were still 


results obtained with this 
trials in Los Angeles county were not alto- 
gether satisfactory, although there was a 
sufficient degree of success obtained to 
warrant further trials in the future. This 
past season was an unfavorable one in the 
Antelope Valley, from the fact that frosts 
hung on late in the spring and came early 
in the fall, making a shorter season than 
the average one in the valley. The people 
who tried cotton were also inexperienced in 
the growing of that crop, and much was’ 
learned this year which will be of advan- 
tage another year. Antelope Valley grow- 
ers experimenting with cotton included 
Mrs. Lydia G. Weld, Del Sur: C. H. Brooks. 
Roosevelt: J. W. Mays, Sierra Bontta: Mrs.

In the San Fernando Valley the most pre- 
tentious planting was made by J. B. Myers 


of Chatsworth. H. C. McDaniel of that 
place had planned to give Pima. cotton a 
thorough trial and hgd obtained, through 


Edward M. Fowler; sufficient seed for thirty 
acres. Due to delayed arrival of a new 
tractor, however, he failed to get his seed 
bed in shape for a sufficiently early plant- 
ing and Mr. Myers undertook the planting 
of a four-acre piece with some of Mr. Me- 
Daniel's seed. This piece had been pre- 
pared early and the moisture was deen. 
The planting was made April 1 and several 
hot days following brought forth an excel- 
lent stand: The cotton made a thrifty and 
healthy growth and was pronounced by ex- 
perts to be of very good quality. The north 
side of San Fernando Valley does not have 
the hot nights found in some sections 
where cotton has done well, but has a long 
growing season and is not much hit by 
frost. The lower bolls of Mr. Myers’s cot- 
ton were opening by November 1 and were 
showinz around 125 bolls to the stalk. 

A small plot of Pima planted much later 
by J. B. Culbertson on the Cascade Ranch. 
northwest of San Fernando, also developed 
a thrifty stand, as did also a row of the 
gu me “variety grown on the Denure Ranch 
at Zelzah.

Several districts in Riverside county 
gave the best results of any of the South- 
ern California districts outside the great 
valleys.

At this year’s 
Riverside fair almost every agricultural 
district showed stalks of cotton with many 
matured bolls. There was renewed inter- 
est in cotton culture in the Coachella Val- 
ley, a proven cotton district, and 2000 acres

If a breeder is raising a certain breed of 
cattle and is making a good profit, and is 
perfectly satisfied with the particular breed 
he has chosen, then it can be said that 
that breed of cattle is the best breed for 
that man to raise. Another breeder has 
| different ideas and he proceeds to develop 
those ideas by securing an entirely differ- 
ent breed and he, too, makes a profit and 
is satisfied with the breed chosen. Most 
assuredly that is the best breed for that 
man to raise. After all, it is not so much 
the breed as it is the man with the ideas 
who is trying to develop the breed to a 
higher state of perfection that really counts.

IMPERTAYS, COTTON 
SITUATION PUZZLING. 
EL, CENTRO—The cotton situation in Im- 
perial Valley this year is uncertain. One 
of the largest acreages in the history of the 
valley was planted. Approximately 150,000 
deres of which perhaps half is on this side 
of the international line, was seeded. This 
acreage was planted early, and bad weather 
compelled a large replanting. There was 
very little volunteer cotton this year. 
The quality of this year’s crop has been 
excellent, and the Imperial Valley Grow- 
ers’ Association arranged for the importa- 
tion of 2000 Mexican cotton pickers to han- 
die the picking. These pickers are now in 
the valley harvesting the crop. 
Imperial Valley this year has tried, on a 
large scale, the growing of Pima Egyptian 
cotton. In the valley there have been 38,000 
acres of Pima cotton planted. The larger 
portion of this acreage has been grown 
under contract with three concerns, all rub- 
ber companies. manufacturing tires. 
of these entered the field on a major scale, 
the Goodyear Tire Company through its 
subsidiary, the Southwest Cotton Company, 
contracting for more than 15,000 acres, 
and the Fisk Rubber Company contracted 
for between 8000 and 10,000 acres. These 
contracts were all based on a guarantee of 
a minimum of 60 cents a pound for first 
grade Pima. 
This cotton, as a whole, has not yielded 
as high as thé average in the Nile Valley. 


it has been grown in Imperial on an exten 
sive scale, the results have been excellent. 
The growers have learned a lot through ex- 
perience, and the yield in coming years 
should show a gratifying increase over that 
of this year. 

The yield of short staple has been fully 
up to former Imperial Valley years, and 
valley yields are in excess of the average 
for the southern cotton States. :

During the fall, the banks have come to 
the ald of the growers, and large numbers 
of grow n aré now holding their cotton in 
the expectation that the market will take 
an upward trend. 

This acute cotton situation has had the 
effect of turning some of the cotton grow- 
ers to the old Imperial Valley standby, al- 
falfa, and Horticultural Commissioner F. W. 
Waite reports that there is a great increase 
in the alfalfa acreage being planted. 

Te temporary demoralization of the cot- 
ton market is expected in the long run to 
have a beneficial effect on cotton growing 
in the Southwest. Lower prices for cot- 
ton are expected to force cotton growers 
into more intensive growing, thus produc-

There is no question of the future of 
cotton in the Imperial Valley. Cotton will 
be grown there continually, and eventually 
all varieties will give way to Pima cotton, 
it is believed, because of the higher price 
which if brings.

w. W. Washburn, a farmer of the Al- 


paugh district, in Tulare county, probably 
holds the record for a long-distance haul of 
cotton to market. The San Joaquin Valley 
grower cranked up his small truck just be- 
fore noon one day late in October and 
started with 2500 pounds of the fleecy 


product on a long trip to Los Angeles. He 
was accompanied by his daughter, Edna, 


who attends school in the southern city. 
He drove through Tejon Pass and over the 
Ridge Route, entering the San Fernando 
Valley the next aftérnoon, having camped 
in the open during the night. He reached 
Los Angeles in the evening and sold his 
cargo before dark. ~ 

Mr. Washburn was one of the many San 
Joaquin farmers who became interesed in 
cotton this year. He made an extensive 
planting, putting out ninety acres of his 
500-acre ranch to the crop. For the most 
part he planted Durango, although he put in 
several acres of Mebane. It was a load of 
the latter that he brought to Los Angeles. 

He drove to the Pacific Coast metropolis 
with the cotton, he said, to get first-hand 
information on prices and prospects for 
marketing this side of the Tehachepi. He 
was offered $15 for seed at Bakersfield, he 
declared, as compared with the price of $29 
prevailing in Los Angeles at the time he 
reached his destination. Ginners in his 
own home district were asking 60 cents a 
hundred pounds for ginning, he reported, as 
against 35 cents asked in Los Angeles. Six- 
teen to 18 cents was being offered for short 
staple cotton in Los Angeles at that date, 
more, he reported, than he could hope to 
get in his own immediate market zone. 
Furthermore, the Alpaugh man declared, 
truckers in his district were offering to 
bring cotton to Los Angeles $280 a ton 
cheaper than the rate quoted by the rail-

owned by Peter B. Kyne and O. H. Cash, 
has thirty acres which, it is reported, will

er. J.C. Phillips has forty acres, the 
larger part of which will show a good crop. 

East of Perris, toward Coyote Pass, on 
old barley land, owned by Harford and 
Greenleaf, has been grown thirty acres of 
excellent cotton, Here, in spite of difficil- 
ties incident to starting a new pumping 
plant, the yield will run fully three-quarters 
of a bale to the acre, it is believed. She 
largest planting in the valley is that of the 
Midvale Farms Corporation, which has 167 
acres in several different fields. Averag- 
ing their best fields with their worst, the 
yield for the entire planting will run better 
than three-quarters of a bale per acre, the 
growers state. 

Taking the 1400 acres in the valley as a 
whole, and counting the failures as well as 
the successes, the average yield per acre 
this year will probably be one-half bale do 
the acre, re indicate. Next year, with 
the increased experience of the various 
farmers, a yield far above the average for 
California is looked for by enthusiastic 
Perris people. 

The cotton is being ginned and handled 
by the new gin ofthe Perris Valley Co-opera- 
tive Cotton Growers’ Association, at Perris. 
The association also has charge of picking 
excepting cases where the work is being 
done by the growers’ own families. 

A long period of warm nights in July and 
August matured a large proportion of bolis 
on ten acres of Durango cotton planted in 
the Corona section by Mann Brothers of 
La Sierra Heights. Four acres of Pima 
planted by the same growers about May 1 
did not have time to fully mature. The 
Manns estimate they will have close to 
1500 pounds of seed cotton to the acre. 
Ray Haddock of Orchard Heights planted 
Mebane, Durango and Pima on May 28. The 
Mebane and Purango made good headway, 
but would have done better if they had 
been planted earlier. Glen B. Watkins of 
Corona, with a small plot of the same three 
varieties, did not irrigate his cotton, but 
still believes he will have 1200 pounds of 
seed cotton to the acre. A well-cared for pit 
put of by John Grant, set a good crop, espe- 
clally of Durango.

Rainfall is irregular and generally unex- 
pected during the California winter. 
early winter rains may be the heaviest of 
the season, or hea precipitation may be 
deferred until March. It is better to be 
prepared and have the seedbed ready for 
the moisture. Plowed ground provides a 
deep container for the rain. If the farmer 
allows the rain to run off his unplowed 
ground, he is losing the most valuable thing 
he has in his soil. He will have a late 
crop, or will be unable to put in as much 
ground as he intended, because he. defers 
— plowing. He suffers inconvenience and 


TRACTOR POINTS WAY. 

It is only since the tractor has been per- 
fected that farmers have fully appreciated 
this importance of early plowing. Now row 
crop farmers have learned that early prep- 
them. 
. Within the last year observation and 
experiment have shown throughout the coun- 
try that faster plowing speeds means a 
better seedbed. Hence tractors that were 
rated to plow two and one-fourth miles per 
hour in 1919, now are geared to do efficient 
plowing at three and one-fourth miles per 
hour, Thus the number of acres plowed in 
a day by the tractor has been moved up 
the column and a better seedbed the 
result of pulverization of the furrow-slice by 
the speed attained by the tractor is secured. 

The number of acres plowed per day by 
one plow drawn by a tractor is thus much 


greater than the work done by the same 
plow drawn by horses. When the tractor 
draws two, three or fgur plows, the work 
done by horses is thus multiplied by the 
number of plows, when getting at the num- 
ber of acres plowed by machines. One 
fourteen-inch plow drawn by a tractor 
should cover three and one-half acres in an 
ordinary working day of ten hours, where 
the average working speed is two and one- 
fourth miles per hour. Where the maximum 
plowing speed is used, as advocated this 
year by mechanical engineers, the number 
of acres plowed per ten hours with a four- 
teen-inch plow is a five acres. Then a 
two-plow machine should plow between 
geven and ten acres per day, and a ten-plow 
gang outfit from thirty-five to forty-five 
acres per day. However, where cotton 
stalks, n straw and trash clog the gang 
plo@s, h plow drawn by the tractor will 
cover much less ground than that drawn 
by a smaller outfit, since the delays will 
naturally be in proportion to the number of 
plows pulled. A delay on account of one 
plow on a two-plow outfit stops only one 
other plow, while on a ten-plow rig, for 
example, it stops nine other plows. How- 
ever, one accomplishes much more work 
with the gang outfits, even under such con-

which must be: borne in mind in relation to 


pasteurized milk is the rather surprising 
fact that, if not handled with very great 
care, pasteurized milk is likely to develop 
within a short tithe more bacteria, and bac- 
terla of a more dangerous type, than are 
found in ordinary raw milk. The reason for 
this is that most of the bacteria found in or- 
dinary raw milk are of the acid-forming 
sort: that is, they are of the kind that are 
commonly known as buttermilk; or sour 
milk germs, so-called friendly or protective 
germs. So long as these bacteria are domi- 
nant the growth of putrefactive germs is 
destroyed by the pasteurizing process, but 
the spore-forming putrefactive organisms 
are not destroyed, and hence grow with 
gres or facility in milk which has been pas- 


teurized than in milk which has not been 


pasteurized.

Edinburgh: 

“Finally, Gentlemen, I have one advice to 
give you, which is practically of very great 
importance, though a very humble one. In 
the midst of our zea) and ardour—for such, 
I foresee, will rise high enough, in spite of 
all the counsels to moderate it that I can 
give vou remember the care of health. I 
have no doubt you have among you young 
souls ardently bent to consider life cheap, 
for the puspose of getting forward in what

“Tt is a curious thing, which I remarked 
long ago, and have often turned in my 
head, that the old word for ‘holy’ in the 
Teutonic language, heilig, also means 
healthy.“ Thus Heilbronn means indiffer- 
ently ‘holy-well’ or ‘health-well” We have 
in the Scotch, too, ‘hate,’ and its deriva- 
tives: and, I suppose, our English word 
‘whole’ (with a ‘w,’) all of one piece, with- 
out any hole in it, is the same word. I find 
that you could not get any better definition 
of what ‘holy’ really is than healthy.“ Com- 
pletely healthy mens sana in corpore sano. 
A man all lucid, and in equilibrium. His 
intellect a clear mirror geometrically plane, 
brilliantly sensitive to all objects and im- 
pressions made on it, and imagining all 
things in their correct proportions; not 
twisted up into convex or concave, and 
distorting everything, so that he cannot see 
the truth of the matter without endless 
groping and manipulation; healthy, clear 
and free, and discerning truly all around 
him. We never can attain that at all. In 


fact, the operations we have got into are 


destructive of it. You can not, if you are 
going to do any decisive intellectual opera- 
tion that will last a long while; if, for in- 
atance, you are going to write a book-—you 
cannot manage it (at least, I never could,) 
without getting decidedly made ill by it; 


and really one nevertheless must; if it is 
vour business, vou are obliged to follow ~

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Matilija Poppies. 
RECALL with what surprise 1 greeted 


my first tree-poppies. According to my 

firmly established ideas, poppies should 

be enniuals, coming and going with the 
seasons, and with a stalk so decidedly her- 
baceous that great care must be taken in 
gathering and in handling them, if offe 
wished to make out of them a nice fresh 
bougnet. On visiting California, I had soon. 
become acquainted with the Eschscholtzia— 
the State Flower—and a little later with its 
smalier cousin of the foothills and canyons 
—the Papaver—and they tallied very nicely 
with my standards of what a poppy should 
be. But when I took to the Chaparral Trail 
and found poppies growing on bushes 1 
was compelled to throw overboard another 
of my botanical traditions, and to add stfll 
another item to the fast-growing list of 
“California exceptions to the general rule.” 
Nevertheless, I hastened to make friends 
with this new-found poppy (Dendromecon 
ridigum,) for I liked the bright yellow flow- 
ers and the thin bush upon which they grew. 
And when I found that almost wherever I 
went in the Elfin-Forest it was there to 
Freet me, I liked it better than ever. And’ 
that it strung out its blooming season from 
March until late in the summer was an- 
other bid for tavor. 


Half way up the steep bank of the Ar 
royo Seco, between the Pasadena avenue 
bridge and that of the Pactfic Electric, on 
the South Pasadena side, a buah-poppy 
shrab years ago took up its home, Season 
after season it has put out a wealth of 
bloom. People scramble up the steep slope 
and break off the yellow-flowered branches, 
until there is scarcely anything left of the 
shrub but split and shattered stubs. But it 
never falis to rally from the wreck. In- 
deed, it seems to thrive on the harsh treat: 
ment which its portion, and each succeed 
ing year comes out with a new crop of 
branches and a seemingly more abundant 
spread of yellow. 


Even Poppies Crow on 
Bushes in Elfin-F orest. 


T WAS efter I had become well ac- 

quainted with the Dendromecon that 1 
learned it was not the only poppy which 
' grows on a bush, in California, but that 
there was another, larger in both bush and 
flower, and more attractive in every way. 
I first made its acquaintance in the garden 
of a friend, and when he told me it was a 
native of California, and that when I went 
out into the mountains I should find it grow- 
ing wild, I asked him where he expected to 
go when he died. a 


Heaven,“ he said, and smiled. . 

T looked at the plant. A great bushy 
shrub it was, four or five feet through, and 
sending up slender branches to the height 
of ten. Scattered over it were at least halt- 
a-hundred five or six-inch flowers with 
crepe-white petals and deep-yellow centers, 
while two or three times as many buds 
were coming along to keep up the floral dis- 
play.

“Have you never heard of the Matilija. the Big Tejunga. While it often occurs scat- 


poppy?” my friend continued. 

I shook my head. I was new to California 
then. 

“Well,” he sald, “this is really a wild 
California plant. It is said to be the largest 
poppy known. However that may be, it is 
surely one df the most famous. 
planted quite extensively for ornament here 
at home, and has also been taken to many 
foreign lands where the climate is mild 
enough for it to thrive. They say that 
abroad it is very generally known as the 
“California Poppy.” 


Since that first introduction to the Ma- 
titija poppy I have seen it many times “on 
its native heath,” and in different parts of 
the Elfin-Forest. It is at its best along 
the sources of the Santa Ynez River in 
Santa Barbara county, and in Matilija Can- 
you—where it seems to have been first dis- 
covered—in Ventura county. Its botanical 
name is Romney! coulteri. A somewhat 
smaller form is very abundant in the moun- 
tains of Orange county, which some botan- 
ists are inclined to consider as a separate 
species, giving it the name of R. tricho 
calyx. The uninitiated, however, see no 
difference between the poppies of Ventura 
county and those from Orange, except in the 
matter of size, and, as a matter of fact, this 
difference is so slight that very few persons 
not already informed ever notice it

Covering very much the same region as 
the Fremontedendron is the California 
buckeye. It is very much of the same 
stature, too, except that it is bushier. In 
flower and nut it very much resembles the 
eastern buckeye, but in sfze it is a dwarf 
by comparison. It is deciduous, and like 
its eastern cousin, in the springtime it is a 
mass of bloom. The flowers are white, fad- 
ing to pink. They are fragrant to such a 
degree that the air around where the shrubs 
grow thickly is almost disagreeably heavy 
with the odor. The leaves are large and 


dendron. It is more commonly known as palmately. arranged, and give a handsome 
“California Slippery Fim.“ or merely “Slip effect to the tree. While the buckeye no- 


pery Elm,” as most persons call it. But of

course this is 4 misnomer, as the shrub is 
not even closely related to the elms. It 
belongs to a plant family whose members 
are almost all tropical. It is to be regretted 
that its botanical name of Fremontodendron 
is not also in general use as the common 
name, as it commemorates the Pathfinder 
who discovered it on his first expedition in- 
to Southern California, coming upon it as 
he was passing through the Tehachepl 
Mountains. Its full botanical name is Fre- 
montodendron Californica—thus commemo- 
rating both its discoverer and the State to 
which it is native. 


The Fremontodendron is sometimes more 
than a shrub, on occasion running up to full 
twenty feet in height; but most frequently 
in the chaparral region it is shrubby. It 
seems to be semi-desert in its tastes, and 
here in the south is found most plentifully 
in the drainage basins of the streams which 
flow to the desert, and does not seem to 
venture far beyond the ridges which limit 
these basins. An exception to this is the 
upper reaches of some of the tributaries of 


Californicum:

where grows thickly enough to form copses, 
yet in the regions where it is plentiful—as- 


tor instance around the west end of the 


Mojave” Desert—it is a real factor of the 
Elfin-Forest growth. 


Several Species of Willow 
Help Conserve the Land. 


are several shrubs which make 

their home largely along the streams 
and washes, and which, although they are 
not usually considered as chaparral, really 
play an important part in the conservation 
of the land. Among these are two or three 
species of willow, F Baccharis and a Se- 
necio. The willows and the baccharis close- 
ly border the courses of the streams, and 
even invade the sandy and rocky beds 
themselves, thus preventing a vast amount 
of erosion and washing. And the shade 
they afford stops a great deal of evapora- 
tion and very much modifies the local tem- 
perature. The baccharis (B. vininea) is 
commonly called “mule-fat,” because ani- 
mals browse freely it when ordinary 
forage runs short. In account of its long, 
slender leaves and its habit of growing 
along streams, most persons take it for a 
willow; but its brittle wood—almost herba- 


pus in character—and composite flowers 


show that it is not éven closely related to 
the willows. It is a generous bloomer and 
may be found in flower almost all the year 
around. Like the willows, it has “fily-away” 
seeds, so there is little danger of its tribe 
ever decreasing. 

The Senecio mentioned is the one com- 
monly known as “creek-senecio,” although it 
does not grow down close to the water, like 
the willows and mule-fat, but in the gravel- 
ly and dryer parts of the washes, and even 
up on the secondary benches of the stream 
courses. Its bright yellow flowers make a 
very noticeable feature of the landscape 
in September and October, and ff the season 
isn’t windy, by the early part of Novem- 
ber it is living up to the name the Old 
World botanist gave the genus so long ago, 
“Senecio’’—that is, Old Man”—and is cov- 
ered with a multitude of gray-white seed- 
balls. On account of its gray-green slender- 
leaved foliage. it is often taken to be a 
relative of the desert sagebrush: and, in- 
deed, it is not Wo very distantly related. 
It belongs to the Grounsel Tribe, while the 
sagebrush is tlassed with the Mayweed 
Tribe—two closely related groups of the 
Compositae. 

There are several species of the bush. 


stems of new growth. 

The bush monkey-flowers do not form an 
important part of the chaparral-cover, and 
by the forest service people are even con- 
sidered a negligible quantity. But they 
are not so counted by many of us who fre- 
quent the mountain tralis for the pure en- 
jeyment which a life in the open brings. 
For us they are a very evident part of the 
chaparral, and the bright patches of color 
which they paint here and there on the 
foothills and string along the borders of 
the trails are pictures that remain long in 
memory. In early summer the bushes are 
veritable bouquets of bloom and they keep 
up the display for a long time. The shrub 
likes blooming so well that there is scarce- 
ly any time of the year when you cannot 
find at least a few flowers. 


Here Also is Found a Bloom 
Resembling the Sunflower. 


EGASIA CARPESOIDES is a suf. 
frutescent shrub the Coast Ranges. 
It apes the sunflower the appearance of 
both foliage and bloom, except that the flow- 
er has an orange center. Its habitat is not 
that of the sunflower, however, as it seeks 
the moist canyons and shady places of the 
mountain slopes. It is evergreen, and its 
foliage is attractive all through the year. 
In moist canyons it is ever-blooming, too, 
and we often find it at its best in mid- 
winter. Its generic name is for Father 
Vongeas, one of the Franciscan mission- 
aries. This, is the only case which has 
come to my notice where any of the Mis 
sion fathers has been so remembered. 
From April on through the summer the 
foothills of the chaparral country. in many 
places are yellow with countless blooms of 


the encelias. Of these there are two“ 


species, Encelia Californica and E. farinosa. 
The former ranges from Los Angeles coun. 
ty westward and northward, while to the 
éastward the latter holds sway. They do 
not mingle to any great extent, their ranges 
meeting almost abruptly in the eastern part 
ot Los Angeles county.

HE tree never grows very tall, about 
thirty fect or so, and has a handsome 
Like so many of the 
tropical trees, when it puts forth its new 
foliage, the young leaves are deficient in 


chlorophyll, the green coloring matter in 


leaves, so that when they first make their 


appearance they are tinted a curious pale 


pink or terra-cotta and hang limply down. 
However, in the strong sunlight they soon 
gain their natural green and stiffening. - 
To those who have seen the big twelve to 
fifteen inches long pod of the cacao, its tiny 
flower appears ridiculous. These little white 
starry flowers blossom in groups from what 
are known as “cushions” on the trunk it- 
self or on the branches, so that the fruit 
appears to be growing directly from the 
bark. The pollination of these small flowers 
is still a puzzle, for they are not visited by 
bees or other flying insects, though ants and 
thrips will do so. Neither ts there.sufficient 
wind to carry the pollen far under the 
dense canopy of follage. The fruit grows in- 
to a large pod, which, as it ripens, takes on 
the most lovely/colors of orange, red and 
yellow in every shade and mixture, so that 
the heaps of gathered fruit appear f very 
beautiful sight. They are gathered by men 
and boys armed with sharp knives and hooks 
on the ends of long bamboos for these on 
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the higher branches. The pods are heaped 
and women and children break open the 


‘thick outer covering and expose the seeds 


inside. These are of a dark purple color 
and encased in a white substance which 
is sharply sweet and pleasant to suck. Oddly 


‘enough the seed in the raw state has no 


taste whatever of chocolate, and it has to 
undergo a considerable preparation before 


it does so. It is rather puzzling therefore . 


to think how its use was first discovered 
to the American Indians.

The Caracas is the Aristocrat 
of Chocolate. 


HERE are numerous varieties of cacao, 

but that with the most delicate favor 
commanding the highest. price, comes from 
its original home of Caracas in Venezuela 
and from Nicaragua. ‘Transported to other 
countries it has proved too delicate to 
thrive. The seeds are sown in pots before 
planting out under the shade trees already 
established, for so delicate are the young 
plants that they have to be very carefully 
protected against wind and strong sun. 
With careful cultivation, pruning and manur- 
ing, the cacao tree will bear in four years, 
but too often, as in the old days, little or 
no attention was paid to scientific cultiva:

It is extremely unlikely that the apathetic 
Brazilian government will ever make a seri- 
ous effort to correct this unsatisfactory state 
of things or check the disease which is al- 
ready threatening the industry.

Tee Much Food. 


T MATTERS comparatively little what 
you eat, if you eat no more than you 
can digest and assimilate, and that you 
need to maintain heat and energy, and 
to replace the small amount wasted by the 
body. Ninety-nine per cent of “civilized” 
persons eat from two to three times as much 
as this. Hence the prevalence of sickness, 
suffering and premature death. And the 
surplus food eaten would feed every starv- 
ing person in the world. 

I tell my consultants that it is much less 
harmful to undereat of bad food than it is 
to overeat of good food. Of course, you 
need not do either. 


We have heard much about temperance in 

drinking, but little is said about temperance 
in eating. Yet consider this! For every 
person who becomes sick or dies premature- 
ly from excessive drinking, there are a 
thousand who become sick or die too soon 
from overeating. Some of these people— 
may we say unfortunately?—don't die, but 
linger on for many years, getting dyspe 
or rheumatism, according as their digestion 
is weak or strong, making life a hell to 
themselves and to all around them. Sure- 
ly, therefore, we are justified in saying that 
intemperance in eating does vastly more 
harm than intemperance in drinking. More- 
over a condition of chronic blood poisoning 
‘from excessive waste matter in food may 
‘easily lead to a condition of mind in which 
an man gravitates naturally to deeds of vio- 
lence. 

A man who all bis life had been what is 
known as a “moderate drinker” was in the 
habit of boasting that he had never been 
drunk in his life. He gave up alcohol alto- 
gether, and a few weeks later told a friend 
mat he had been under a delusion—that he 
had never been sober in his life. This is as 
true of food drunkards as of liquor drunk- 
ards—of those who habitually overeat, go- 
ing to the table simply because it is meal 
time, or because they have paid their board, 
of people who eat a variety of fll assorted 
sloppy foods at a meal, turning their. 
stomachs into fermenting vats. And this 
includes a large majority of men and 
women. 

Such peopie pass through life after a 
fashion, but they don’t really live. They 
Only, exist. They are never quite up to the 
mark, physically, mentally or morally— 
never capable of doing the very best that is 
in them. They suffer from a chronic form 
of more or less severe auto-intoxication, 
with partial paralysis of the internal organs 
from gas pressure. 

During a recent hot spell in New York 
State, more than half of a company of Na- 
tional Guards succumbed completely Jo heat 
and fatigue, during a five mile march. 
Those who eat too much, and who eat large- 
ly of stimulating foods, can never expect 
to begin to be able to successfully undergo 
any unusual test of endurance like this, al- 
though it would be eusily. borne by one who 
habitually leads the simple life,“and adopts 
a truly temperate and natural dietary. 

How often we read of people collapsing 
during an excessive heat spell. This is not 
at all surprising. What would you think of 
a man who, on a warm Fourth of July, would 
light a big fire in his parlor stove, put on a 
fur overcoat and sit in front of it? Yet, 
that is just about what people do who con- 
timue tq take into their body in summer the 
same amount of heat-producing fuel that 
they consume in winter, when they are 
probably eating even in winter two or three 
times as much as they should. No wonder 
people get sick. It would be a miracle if 
they didn’t get sick. Yet again, how often 
we hear or read about some fine looking. 
big, bulky, fleshy man dropping off sudden- 
ly, like the snuffing out of a candle. Watch 
your weight. 

As I have said 99 per cent of what we 
call “civilized” people eat from two to three 
times as much as is necessary or desirable, 
the working off of the surplus matter in- 
volving an immense strain upon the system. 
Sometimes, when the depurating organs are 
not vigorous enough, the surplus is stored up 
in the shape of fat, which is potential dis- 
ease matter, to make trouble later on. 

This surplus of food is the cause of more 
than nine-tenths of our allments. It im- 
mensely reduces our mental and physical 
power. By eating half as much, and chew- 
ing it thoroughly, we could do twice as much 
work, with more ease and comfort. The 
careful and complete investigations made at 
Yale, by Prof. Chittenden, have shown that

“mg man possesses vastly more endurance on 
one-third of the amount of proteid usually 


consumed. 

Isn't it strange, you may say, that the 
members of the medical fraternity nevér 
tell, their patients about these simple, yet 
striking facts? Well scarcely, because a 
great majority of them have no knowledge 
of the rudimentary facts in regard to food 
und food values. It has not been taught 
them in their college routine. And since 
leaving college they have devoted them- 
selves to doping sick people, or cutting them 
up. Then again, it every one learned that 
by cutting down their food half or two- 
thirds they might get well and stay well, it 
would not be a very profitable sort of a 
proposition for the doctors, would it? 

It is true that some physicians are be- 
ginning to pay attention to the important 
subject of diet, in treating their patients, 
Most of these, however, still impress upon 
their patients the idea that dope is the 
main thing, and diet only a side issue.

depend on the amount of food that person 
inserts into the hole in his face, but upon 
how much of that food is digested and as- 
similated. How often do you meet thin, ca- 
daverous looking people, who eat two or 
three times as much as some of their fat 
friends.

Following is from “Diet in Disease” by 
Dr. Linda Hazzard: 

“Digestion requires expenditure of vital 


force. And every manifestation of vital 


force exhausts a portion of daily supply. 
He who pursues a sedentary vocation, and 
eats three meals each day, must perforce 
expend one-third to one-half of his vital pow- 
er in the labor of digestion, and of eliminat - 
ing a surplus of material, since his 
needs are low in comparison with those of 
yet his vital organs are 
given work far in excess of their ability to 
perform. The banker, the shopkeeper, and 
the clerk, more often than not, shorten their 


lives, exist in comparative misery, and. go, 


through their allotted days with two-thirds 
or one-half the energy they might possess 


were they to adopt a diet proportioned to- 


actual necessity. In these instances, food 
rubbish in excess quantity ferments and pu- 
trifles in the alimentary canal, its products 
are absorbed into the venous circulation, al- 
ready vitiated by tissue refuse, and the sub- 
ject ia continuously stimulated by septic 


poison—is auto-intoxicated, or drunk with == 


the results of his own decomposition.” 

Is it wonderful, however, that so-called 
civilized human beings eat too much, when, 
for hundreds of generations, their fore- 
fathers have eaten too much before them, 
when their mother has been urged to eat two 
or three times too much while carry ing 
them in her womb, and when as infants they 
have been grossly overfed, this being the 
sole cause of a vast majority of “infant com- 
plaints.” Dr. Charles E. Page, in his book 


“How to Feed the Baby,” shows conclusively 


that three daily feedings of moderate quan- 
tity—and none at night—are all that should 
be allowed the infant, from birth. Dr. 
Page brought up his own exceptionally 
healthy and robust baby on two meals a 
day. Compare this with the ordinary feed- 
ing of Infants. Poor little tots! _ 

Whenever there ig any reference to diet, 
you are sure to run across the figures of 
Volt—about four ounces of albumen daily. 
These writers either do not know, or else 
ignore. the fact that later Voit reduced his 
figures o a little over one ounce, or not 
more than one-fourth of original esti- 
mate. Think of the harm that must be done 
by this enormous overconsumption of pro 
teid food, that cannot be utilized by the sys- 
tem. It is, indeed, the cause of most of 
our ills. 

You may say ‘this is all right for a man 
who sits in an office, but it would do in 
the cast of a hard working man. Nay! nay! 
Pauline. The hardest work of the world 
the greatest feats of continued endurance— 
are performed by those who eat the least 
food. A bowl of grain and a handful of 
fish is considered an ample meal for the 


body - 
covery abandoned, to begin with. Not an 
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Japanese coolie, who its called upon to per 
form ten or twelve hours of hard manual 
toll in a day, sometimes running at a dog 
trot for thirty or forty mites, hauling a white 
man, who, on hig three big meals of rich 
food daily, could not begin to think of per 
forming a third part of such. a task. 

Cornaro was a good example of what 
true temperance in eating will do for a 
man. Cornaro was an Italian nobleman, who 
lived about four hundred yéars ago. Before 
he was 40 years old his dissipation and riot- 
ous living had brought him to a point where 
his doctors gave him up as a “goner.” He 
determined to fool the doctors and to save 
himself, so he adopted a most temperate 
dietary, which he has described in a charm- 
ing book that he wrote. He reduced his 
food to twelve ounces a day, with fourteen 
ounces of light Italian wine. These twelve 
ounces did not probably represent more 
than about six ounces of water-free food, or 
only from one-half to one-third of what the 
average person consumes. Cornaro lived to 
be over a hundred years of age, retaining his 
faculties and thorougnty enjoying life until 
the end. 

Here is a communication sent some time 
ago to the editor of the Care of the Body 
by a well known Los Angeles man. The 
correspondent added that during the period 
referred to he had heen doing a very large- 
ly increased amount of hard mental work: 

“For sixteen months my wife and I have 
been following the no-breakfast plan, and 
often one meal a day plan, especially on 
Sunday. Tea and coffee have been elimi- 
nated from our diet, and only about one-

Dr. J. H. Kellogg, who presides over that 
great institution, the Battle Creek Sanato- 
rium, wrote to me as follows, in regard to 
his own dietetic habits: 

“I am writing at 6 p.m.; I have just fin- 
ished my first and only — tor the day. My 
meal has consisted of one-half ounce of but - 
ter, a cup of bean broth, the equivalent of 
two moderate-sized potatoes, a half-dozen 
rice biscuits, a small dish of spinach, a small 
bunch of grapes, and one slice of gwieback. 
I took this morning a small cup of thin toma- 
to broth, a tablespoonful of malt honey, and 
a small dish of stewed cherries. This is my 
total ration for the day. On some days I 
eat more, but I am sure I never eat so much 
as 1800 or 1900 calories.” 

The late Dr. W. R. C. Lateon of New 
York, formerly editor of Health Culture, one 
of the sanest writers on dietetic subjects, 
wrote in answer to a correspondent:

Here 
James Tannahill lived for twenty-six years, 
and here he died; and his eldest son, Robert 
continued to occupy the house with his 
widowed mother and younger brothers. 
When his mental and physical health began 
to fail alarmingly in 1810, he was watched 
carefully by his anxious mother; but on 
the night of the 16th of May he eluded her 
watchful eyes, and disappeared in the dark- 
ness. Next morning his dead body was 
found in the neighboring canal, where he 
had thrown himself. He was in his forty- 
sixth year at the time of his death. 


For many years Tannahill had the f- 
tense gratification of hearing his songs sung 
wherever he might chance to be, by persons 
quite unknown to him. “Perhaps the high- 
est pleasure ever I derived from these 
things (his compositions) he wrote to a 
friend the year before his death, “has been 
in hearing, as I walked down the pavement 
at night, a girl within doors rattling away 
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hold of btm. Tannahill remains ta posterity 
the author of such immortal songs as “The 
Konnie Wood o' Craigielee,” The Braes o' 
Gleniffer," “Gloomy Winters Now Awa,” 
and “The Braes o' Balquither,” songs with 
the very filt of nature in them: 
“Let us go, lassie, go, 
To the braes o“ Balquither, 
Where the biacberrics grow 
Mang the bonnie Hielan heather; 
Where the deer and the roe,

Never was a more fortunate association 
than the comradeship in song ot the writer 
Tannahill, and the composer, Robert Archi- 
bald Smith, which began about the time 
that the poet's health was breaking down. 
Smith had come f:om the south of tho 
Tweed, from Rending in Berkshire. His 
father was a Lanarkshire man, from West 
Kilbride, who came to Paisley early in life 
and took up the trade of a silk-weaver. 
When times got bad, he left for England, 
and settled in the town that has since be- 
come famous the world ovér for biscuits. 
Here he met and married Ann Witcher, who 
brought him some property; and to the pair 
there was born, in 1780, a son, Robert Ar- 
chibald. He early showed a predilection 
for music, waich he much preferred te the 


loom; and joined the church choir. He 


also played the flute or clarinet lu a volun- 
teer regiment that was formed. In 1800 
the family removed to Paisley, and hecame 
muslin-weavers and there in 1802 Robert 
married a Highland girl, Mary MacNicol, 
from the Isle of Arran.

phiox, “prickly-plox.” The “phioz” comes 
from its belonging to the Phlox family, and 
you find out where the “prickly” comes in 
when you try to gather some of it. It 
doesn’t look anything like the “Sweet Wil- 
nam of the eastern woods, yet when 1 
came to California I immediately trans 
ferred to it the allegiance which I once gave 
to the wild blue phlox (Phlox maculata.) I 
think it was partly on account of the way 
in which the flowers held themselves, al- 
though their delicate perfume may have 
had something to do with it. When in 
bloom the shrub is a beauty, sprinkled as 
it is with a shower of pink. The flowers 
look as if they grew in clusters; but they 
don't. Each one is at the tip of-a prickly 
stalk of some length, and these stalks have 
the habit of thrusting themselves upward in 
close company, as if they were vying with 
one another in a race to see which can 
reach the highest point before blooming. It 


may be, however, only because of a sociable 


Elfin-Forest, 
enough to be classed as of any considerable 


nature. This sociable habit makes it easy 
for us to gather an armful of the flowers. 
But we must be careful how we go about it! 
The stems are brittle—which helps some— 
but the prickles are long enough and strong 
enough to win our respect, and to make us 
put on gloves before we-tackle them. The 
flowers are fragile, too, and careless han- 
dling spoils them.

A. SMITH has been described for us 
„ as a “musician of sterling talent. 
His compositions are tender, and tinged 
with melancholy; simple and unpretending, 
and always graceful and unaffectedly ele- 
gant. His music is entirely free from scien- 
tine pedantry.” We are all fond of the 
graceful and euphonlous descant of “Jessie, 
the Flower o’ Dunblane,” with the beauti- 
ful and happy final cadence resting on the 
name. Other songs of Tannahill that he 
has set to music are: “Langsyne Beside 
the Woodland Burn“? “Loudon’s Bonnie 
Woods and Braes,” adapted from the air, 
“Earl Motra's Visit to Scotland;” “Despair- 
ing Mary;” “The Witless Wish;” and “The 
Poor Maniac’s Song.” 


Sometime after Tannahill’s death he be- 


came precentor in the ancient Abbey Church 
of Paisley, where there are three royal 
tombs; and inauguratd there sacred musi- 
cals, which became quite a precedent. The 
first great Tonic-Solia schoolchildren’s 
gathering held in Scotland—which I myself 


_attended—was held within the time-honored 


walls of the Abbey. 1

pilation, the “Scottish Minstrel,” which ap- 
peared in six volumes during the next three 
years and is still a standard.

Edinburgh, where he associated himself 
with a musical circle of which the Rev. Dr. 
Andrew Thomson was a leader, being pre- 
centor in the domed St. George’s Chureh of 
which Thomson was minister. Thomson 
was deeply interested in psalmody, and 
composed appropriate music for the Twenty- 
fourth Psalm, still a favorite in Scottish 
churches, and known as St. George's, Edin- 
burgh: “Ye gates, lift up your heads?“ 
R. A. Smith also contributed several fa- 
vorite tunes to Scottish psalmody; notably 
the moving strains of Invocation, sung to 
the Forty-third Psalm: “O send thy liant 
forth and thy truth. Let them be guides 
to me.” Also the tune of St. Lawrence, 
and of St. Mirren's, named after the pa- 
tron saint of Paisley, His anthem, “How 
beautiful upon the mountains,” is still sung 
and enjoyed. Smith was active as a teach- 
er of music, and ip 1826 brought out an ex- 
cellent “Introduction ‘to Singing.“ Two 
years later he published “Sacred Harmony 
of the Church of Scotland,” which made a 
name a household word over Scotland. He 
died the following year, worn out with his 
labors, before he had completed the half 
century. 
To conclude with Tannahill; the name 
has not yet died out. A former president

order, yet at the same time some of 
the tribes of the northern part of 
the State may, both physically and mental 
ly, be favorably compared with virile tribes 
in other sections the United States, The 
reasons for this general lack of develop 
ment have not been well established although 
numerous theories have been advanced to ac- 
count for the condition. But with that phase 
of the subject we are not immediately: con- 
cerned, but rather with two myths, the frst 
of which originated with a branch of the 
Klamath tribe, which occupied the region in 
the neighborhood of Mt. Shasta: the other 
coming from the Yocuts of the Kern and Tu- 
lare River basins. 

These two myths have been chosen as 
Companion stories because they both ac 
count for the building of three prominent 
Physical features of California, Mt. Shasta 
and Shtastina, the Sierra Nevada, and the 
Coast Ranges; and also because they illus 
trate the intellectual superiority of the 
northern Indians over their neighbors who 
occupy a more southerly part of the State. 

While the myths and legends of any of 
'ndian tribes of California are replete 
Wi. t. yet literary merit has never 
been clau.<: wem. In general they are 
lamentably lacks, in imagination. 

A glance at a map of California will show 
those not fully conversant with the topog- 
raphy of the State that Mt. Shasta fs lo- 
cated in the extreme north, and that with 
the exception-of Mt. Lassen it is the most 
southerly promiment peak of the Cascade 
Range. 

Mt. Shasta is an extinct volcano, and 
Shastina is the largest of the small craters 
that from time to time have been built up on 
the flanks of the larger mountain. None of 
these craters has erupted within historic 
times, as counted in Pacific Coast history. 

Mt. Shasta has an elevation of 14,380 feet. 
It has a number of glaciers, the largest and 
most of which Ne on the northern and 
northeastern slopes of the mountain. The 
southern and western slopes are well wa- 
tered, and here innumerable springs and 
several large rivers originate.

OR many people the great Southwest of the Casa Grande Valley and are — 


has a peculiar — * charm akin to 
magnetism. The va s of its miles upon 
miles of desert land with its unbroken si- 
lence; the barren, rugged hills and deso- 
late mountainous regions; the giant cacti 
standing like lonely guards; the streame, 
few in number, but carrying within their 
channels untold possibilities for producing 
wealth and causing the “desert to bloom 
like a garden” when man shall utilize those 
waters—these are some of the more com- 
monplace things that go to make up this in- 
describable charm of the Southwest. 

Then there are the extraordinary things. 
One of these is the Grand Canyon of Ari- 
zona—that wonderful bit of nature to which 
no artist's brush, much“ less pen picture, 
ever did justice. The cliff dwellings of New 
Mexico and Arizona, relics of a primitive 
people, belong in this latter class, as do the 
Casa Grande ruins located in Southern Ari- 
zona. These ruins are said by archaeolo- 
gists to antedate the cliff dwellings. It is 
the mystery of these latter things, the spirit 
of awe and the conjecture they arouse that 
adds to the spell or charm that is cast over 
one who visits these regions. 

It is of the Casa Grande ruins that I 
shall write, as they are not so widely known 
as the Grand Canyon or the cliff dwellings. 
These ruins are located in the northern part 


as the Casa Grande (Great House) Ruins. 
The land whereon they stand has been set 
aside by Congress as government property. 
A custodian resides near by and visitors to 
the ruins are courteously shown over the 
ruins and explanations freely given. 


This group of prehistoric buildings was 
discovered in 1694 by the Jesuit missionary, 
— Eustebio Kino. When discovered by 

ather Kino they were a deserted ruin, ap- 
pearing very much as they do today. The 


elements have, of course, wrought some 


change in their exterior appearances. The 
Indians of those regions at that time 
told Father Kino that the ruins had not 
been occupied so far back as they could re- 
member, “hor had apy legend been handed 
down to them concerning the builders or 
inhabitants of the ruins: 


Apparently the ruins are those of a walled 


city, similar to the walled cities of the Old 
World. The city appears to have comprised 
three rectangular compounds only a short 
distance apart. Each compound measures 
about 300 by 200 feet amd each was pro- 
tected by an outer wall two feet thick.

The Cotton Tests 


OUBTLESS the low price of both long 
and short-staple cotton will have its 
effect in a decreased acreage set to this 
crop in California next year. But a lessened 
interest in cotton culture will not detract 
from the lasting value of growing experi- 
ments, carried on during the past year in 
many counties, for the purpose of deciding 
where cotton, especially the Durango and 
could be 
grown profitably. It is to be regretted that 
many planters of test plots lost interest in 
their experiment as the price of cotton be- 


Regardless of momentary price fluctua- 
tions, the business of producing extra long 
and extra fine cotton in California, Arizona 
and the northern district of Lower Cali 
fornia is bound to be continued and to 
grow. It may even in time become Califor- 
nia’s most important single agricultural in- 
dustry. The demand for cotton of extra 
length, which is grown only in California 
and Arizona, as far as the United States is 
concerned, will continue to $row, and it is 
quite possible that short varieties of cotton 
will be entirely abandoned, in those districts 
where long-staple cotton can be profitably 
grown, in favor of the Egyptian variety. 

In coming years, when the acreage of the 
long staple spreads permanently outward 
from the great valleys of the Lower Colo 
rado River basin, the hundreds of tests 
made this year will be a guide which will be 
invaluable to planters. The behavior of ex- 
perimentally handled plants in the various 
districts this year will give farmers a line 
on cotton culture, when the price of cotton 
rises to a point where it can be grown right 
along with as great a profit as there is in 
raising alfalfa, sorghums or grains. And 
that time will come with the development of 
uses and a market for our fine staples and 
with the better organization of the growers 
for their own economic interests. 

Two years ago, Kern, Tulare and Fresno 
county growers demonstrated, by good crops 
of long-staple cotton, the error of the 
opinion generally held that the growing of 
cotton outside the Lower Colorado River 
Basin was unprofitable. This yea? other dis- 
tricts were added to the profitable cotton 
area. 

Cottonseed germinates readily, under a 
wide range of climatic and soil conditions, 


in almost every county in California. But 
high summer temperatures are necessary for 
the profitable growing of cotton of any 
sort, and a growing season of from eight to 
nine months is necessary for the profitable 
production of Egyptian cotton. Tests this 
year have shown that profitable cotton grow™ 
ing weather and a really pleasant summer 
climate are opposites; the cotton will stay 
in irrigated regions, removed from the at-

10H prices obtained for cotton of all 
H varieties in 1919, combined with the 
enthusiasm for long staple growing, 

due to the expansion of cord-tire manufac- 
turing, and the establishment of a large 
tire factory in Los Angeles, created un- 
usdal interest this year, in the growing of 
cotton in districts oytside proven growing 
zones in California.

The 
capacity of the Higgason plant is 100 to 125 
gallons per day. A little trouble with alkali, 
which causes the juice to boil up too quickly 
and necessitates extra pains in preparation, 
has caused the syrup makers to adviso the 
planting of the sorghums only on light, wen- 
drained soll, free from spots of alkali. 

The long growing season in most Southern 
California districts is very favorable to the 
growing of sorghum, Mr. Higgason says. He 
made syrup in Southern Illinois for twenty 
years, and old Jack Frost always made an 
end to syrup-making operations there early 
in October. Here he expects to make syrup 
until January 1. He advises planters to de- 
lay seeding until about May 20, as warm 
weather is required for good germination 
of the seed. At the Higgason mill the 
juice is pumped from the mill to the cook- 
house, and the syrup is made in two large 
cooking pans, which have twenty-four com- 
partments each. Before boiling, the juice 
igs warmed up in a vat, to facilitate the 
operation.

ings of Pima cotton the adaptability of cer- 
tain sections of Kern county to the culture 
of the long staple was assured, and this 
year 7484 acres were planted to the Egyp- 
tian long staple, the largest acreage of the 
variety of any county in California with 
the exception of Imperial. There are 845 
acres of Durango and 2433 acres of two 
kinds of short staple. Five gins are han- 
dling the crop this year. Leading cotton 
growing communities are Shafter, Wasco, 
Weed Patch and Arvin. Cotton is also 
grown at McFarland. Pond, Delano, Semi- 
tropic, Rio Bravo, Lerdo, Beardsley and 
Fairfax districts.

AST HIGHLANDS.—The frost is not 
on the pumpkins in Southern Califor- 
nia, but just the same there are many 
of them in the field and the fodder is in the 
shock. It is a fact that more pumpkins and 
corn are being grown in Southern Califor 
nia these days than the true Californian 
ever had thought possible. With corn at 
the price it is now, it is possible to make 
money on the grain even with high-priced 
land. And the pumpkins also. A drive 
through the upper end of the San Bermar- 
dino Valley, especially in the district de- 
voted largely to hog raising and the dairy 
industry, snows many fields of corn and 
many acres devoted to pumpkins. And the 
pumpkin pie produced in California is as 
tempting as those of the East. Pumpkins 
are grown though not so much for the 
pumpkin pie as because the dairyman has 
found that they give a rich return when fed 
to the cows. Great pumpkins, and, of 
course, squashes, are piled high in the barng 
and during the winter months are hacked 
up with hatchets and fed to “Bossy.” The 
return for this attention is an increased 
production of milk and a better flavored 
milk. More and more acres are devoted 
each year to the corn and to the pumpkins 
because it is quite the thing to plant the 
corn and grow the pumpkins between the 
rows.

FONTANA.—In pursuahce of its quest for 
animal fertilizer for is 6000-acre citrus 
grove, thé Fontana Farms Company recent- 
ly brought in 560 steers from the Mojave 
Desert to feed on ensilage and peanut hay. 
When this herd is fattened another herd 
will be brought in to take its place. To 
handle its large crop of peanuts the com- 
pany is installing a complete mill, includ- 
a sheller, a specific gravity separator and a 
machine for taking out the sticks and 
stones before shelling.

HUNDRED TONS SHIPPED. 
CHIMO.—According to the report of the 
Chino Walnut Association, over 100 tons of 
walnuts have been .handled since the sea- 
son opened.

J. R. Johnson, who on May 20 last plant- 
ed seventeen acres at Euclid avenue and 
Dessau street, a mile south of Ontario, to 
Durango, Pima and Mebane cotton, declares 
himself so well pleased with the result of 
his experiment to date that he wil] plant 
a larger acreage next year.

‘We are often confronted with the ques- 
tion as to what breed of hogs or cattle or 
poultry to buy to make the most money. If 
this question could be answered with ab- 
solute and positive authority, it would be 
only a question of a short time when we 
would have only one breed of cattle, one 
of hogs and one of poultry. There is no 
best breed. With certajn limitations, it 
might be said that such and’ such a breed Is 
better in certain sections, under certain cir- 
cumstances and environment, but a broad 
and sweeping statement which describes 
any breed as a best breed should be quick- 
ly cast aside or set down as coming from 


one who waxes over-enthusiastic at times. 


If a breeder is raising a certain breed of 
cattle and is making a good profit, and is 
perfectly satisfied with the particular breed 
he has chosen, then it can be said that 
that breed of cattle is the best breed for 
that man to raise. Another breeder has 
different ideas and he proceeds to develop 
those ideas by securing an entirely diffe» 
ent breed and he, too, makes a profit and 
is satisfied with the breed chosen. Most 
assuredly that is the best breed for that 


man to raise. After all, it is not so much’ 


the breed as it is the man with the ideas 
who is trying to develop the breed to a 
higher state of perfection that really counts,

stock and went into the raising of cotton 
exclusively had visions of great wealth in 


dollar cotton,” but it seems now that their 


hopes have been blasted, as cotton has be- 
come something of a drug on the market. 
If they had kept their live stock and plant- 
ed only à portion of their holdings in cot- 
jon, they would now have something to fall 
pack on, besides having maintained the fer- 
tility of their soil. If farmers could only 
be made to realize the importance of live 
stock raising, in connection with their gen- 
eral farming operations, it wonld not be 
long before such conditions ag this would 
be eliminated. After all is said and done, it 
must be admitted that live stock is the 
real backbone of our agricultural wealth, 
and the sooner we come to this general con- 
clusion, the better off will the country be. 


The breeder of pure-bred hogs should not 
lose sight of the fact that the ultimate end 
of the offspring of even prize-winning sires 
and dams, or at least a large majority of 
these offspring, will go to the market for 
pork. With this end in view, the early ma- 
turing, economically produced and finished 
hog is the standard which should be used 
in swine-producing plants. 
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‘IMPERIAL COTTON 
SITUATION PUZZLING. 


El. CBNTRO—The cotton situation in Im- 
pertal Valley this year is uncertain. One 
of the largest acreages in the history of the 
valley was planted.. Approximately 150,000 
of whith perhaps half is on this side 
of the international line, was seeded. This 
hacreage was planted early, and bad weather 
compelled a large replanting. There was 
very little volunteer cotton this year. 
Tue quality of this year’s crop has been 
excellent, and the Imperial Valley Grow: 


dle the picking. These pickers are now in 
the valley harvesting the crop. 

Imperial Valley this year has tried, on a 
large scale, the growing of Pima Egyptian 
cotton. In the valley there have been 53,000 
acres of Pima cotton planted. The larger 
portion of this acreage has been grown 
under contract with three concerns, all rub- 
ber companies manufacturing tires. Two 
of these entered the field on a major scale, 
the Goodyear Tire Company through its 
subsidiary, the Southwest Cotton Company. 
contracting for more than 15,000 acres, 
and the Fisk Rubber Company contracted 
for between 8000 and 10,000 acres. These 
contracts were all based on a guarantee of 
a minimum of 60 cents a pound for first 
grade Pima. 

This cotton, as a whole, has not yielded 
as high as the average in the Nile Valley. 
but, considering that it is the first year that 
it has been grown in Imperial on an exten- 
sive scale, the results have been excellent. 
The growers have learned a lot through ex- 
perience, and the yield in coming years 
should show a gratifying increase over that 
of this year. — 

The yield of short staple has been fully 
up to former Imperial Valley years, and 
valley yields are in excess of the average 
for the southern cotton States. 

The thing which has depressed the cottan- 
growing industry has been the break in cot- 
ton prices. Imperial Valley ranchers this 
year. grew their cotton from high-priced 
seed, with high-priced utensils and high- 
priced labor. Conservative growers in the 
valley estimate that it costs 28 cents per 
pound to raise cotton under present condl- 
tions. Every cent that cotton drops costs 
the ffiperial Valley growers nearly half a 
million dollars, 

During the fall, the banks have come to 
the aid of the growers, and large numbers 
of grow n are now holding their cotton in 
the expectation that the market will take 
an upward trend. 

This acute cotton situation has had the 
effect of turning some of the cotton grow- 
ers to the old Impertal Valley standby. a)- 
falfa, and Horticultural Commissioner F. W. 
Waite reports that there is a great increase 
in the alfalfa acreage being planted. 

: T. e temporary demoralization of the cot- 
ton market is expected in the long run to 
have a beneficial effect on cotton growing 
in the Southwest. Lower prices for cot- 
ton are expected to force cotton growers 


ing a larger yield. There will be a decided 
reaction from present methods. 

There is no question of the future of 
cotton in the Imperial Valley. Cotton will 
be grown there continually, and eventually 
all varieties will gire way to Pima cotton, 
it Is believed, because of the h r price 
which it brings. A temporary setback can- 
not in the long run dim the cotton future

He reached 
Los Angeles the evening and sold his 
cargo before dark. 

— Washburn, was one of the many San 
Joaquin farmers who became interesed in 
cotton this year. He made an extensive 
planting, pytting out ninety. acres of his 
600-acre ranch to the crop.

He drove to the Pacific Coast metropolis 
with the cotton, he said, to get first-hand 
information on prices and prospects for 
marketing this side of the Tehachepi. He 
was offered $15 for seed at Bakersfield, he 
declared, as compared with the price of $29 
prevailing in Los Angeles at the time he 
reached his destination. Ginners in his 
own home district were asking 60 cents a 
hundred pounds for ginning, he reported, as 
against 35 cents asked in Los Angéles. Six- 
teen to 18 cents was being offered for short 
gtaple cotton in Los Angeles at that date, 
more, he reported, than he could hope to 
get in his own immediate market zone. 
Furthermore, the Alpaugh man declared, 
truckers in his district were offering to 
bring cotton to Los Angeles $2.50 a ton 
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yield for the entire planting will run better 
than three-quarters of a bale per acre, the 
growers state. 

Taking the 1400 acres in the valley as a 
whole, and counting the failures as well as 
the successes, the average yield per acre 
this year will probably be one-half bale to 
the acre, reports indicate. Next year, with 
the increased experience of the various 
farmers, a yield far above the average for 
California is looked for by enthusiastic 
Perris people. 

The cotton is being ginned and handled 
by the new gin of the Perris Valley Co-opera- 
tive Cotton Growers’ Association, at Perris. 
The association also has charge of picking 
excepting cases where the work is being 
done by the growers’ own families. 

A long period of warm nights in July and 
August matured a large proportion of bolis 
on ten acres of Durango cotton planted in 
the Corona section by Mann Brothers of 
La Sierra Heights. Four acres of Phna 
planted by the same growers about May 1 
did not have time to fully mature. The 
Manns estimate they will have close to 
1500 pounds of seed cotton jo the acre.

Mebane, Durango and Pima on May 28. The 
Mebane and Durango made good headway, 
but would have done better if they had 
been planted earlier.

Rainfall is irregular and generally unex- 
— during the California winter. The 

rly winter rains may be the heaviest of 
the season, or heavy precipitation may be 
deferred until March. It is better to be 
prepared and have the seedbed ready for 
the moisture. Plowed ground provides a 
deep container for the rain. If the farmer 
allows the rain to run off his unplowed 
ground, he is losing the most valuable thing 
he has in his soil. He will have a late 
crop, or will be unable to put in as much 
ground as he intended, because he defers, 
this plowing. He suffers inconvenience and 
loss. 


TRACTOR POINTS WAY. 
It is only since the tractor has been per- 
fected that farmers have fully appreciated 


crop farmers have learned that early prep- 
aration of the seedbed means money to 
them. 

Within the last year observation and 
experiment have shown throughout the coun- 
try that faster plowing speeds means a 
better seedbed. . Hence tractors that were 
rated to plow two and one-fourth miles per 
hour in 1919, now are geared to do efficient 
N at three and one-fourth miles per 
bour. Thus the number of acres plowed in 


a day by the tractor has been moved up

the speed attained by the tractor is secured. 

The number of acres plowed per day by 
one plow drawn by a tractor is thus much 


greater than the work done by the same 
plow drawn by horses. When the tractor 
draws two, three or four plows, the work 
done by horses is thus multiplied by the 
number of plows, when getting at the num- 
ber of acres plowed by machines. One 
fourteen-inch plow drawn by a tractor 
should cover three and one-half acres in an 
ordinary working day of ten hours, where 
the average working speed is two and one- 
fourth miles per hour. Where the maximum 
plowing speed is used, as advocated this 
year by mechanical engineers, the number 
of acres plowed per ten hours with a four 
teen-inch plow is about five acres. Then a 
two-plow machine should plow between 
seven and ten acres per day, and a ten-plow 


gang outfit from. thirty-five to forty- Ave 


acres per day. However, where cotton 
stalks, bean straw and trash clog the gang 
plows, each plow drawn by the tractor will 
cover much less ground than that drawn 
by a smaller outfit, since the delays will 
naturally be in proportion to the number ef 
plows pulled. A delay on account of one 
plow on a two-plow outfit stops only one 
other plow, while on a ten-plow rig, for 
example, it stops nine other plows. How-
